The  archival  records  focus  on  the  development  and 
management  of  the  port  and  harbour  of  Toronto  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Harbour  of  Toronto  (  commonly  known 
as  the  Harbour  Trust,  1850-191 1);  and  by  the  Toronto  Harbour 
commissioners  (1911  to  the  present).  Topics  are:  engineering; 
management  of  commercial  port  operations  and  the 
maintenance  of  waterway  (including  dredging);  reclamation  of 
waterlots  and  wetlands  using  dredged  and  dumped  fill 
materials;  recreation  and  industrial  properties;  waterfront 
planning.  Library  holdings  include  coastal  engineering; 
environmental  monitoring(including  assessments  of  water  and 
soil  quality);  port-related  industries;  port  operations;  soil 
cleaning  technology  dredging  and  lakefilling;  waterfront 
planning;  and  works  on  local  and  maritime  history. 

The  archives  includes  approximately  370  linear  metres  of 
textual  records  (1849  to  the  present);  45,000  photographs 
(1885  to  the  present);  and  6.000  engineering  drawings  (1847  to 
the  present).  The  library  contains  more  than  1,700  titles.
